In addition, the 52-year old 
district attorney carried politi- 
cal handicaps from by his 
bribery trial in U.S. District 
Court three months ago T even 
though he was acquitted, and 
by a lingering backlash from 
his 1967-69 investigation of the 
assassination . of President 
Kennedy. 

He attacked the federal, 
bribery charge as government 
retaliation for his efforts to 
prove a federal conspiracy in 
the president's death. 

Connick called the hulking 
district attorney a “moral 
midget” and said he ran an in- 
efficient office. Garrison re- 
ferred to Connick as “Chicken 
little/* 

The victor faces a Republi- 
can, William Mora, in the 
March 5 general election, plus 


Democratic City Councilman 
Eddie Sapir; who is running as 
an independent. 

The election returns also 
gave a black, Edwin A, Lom- 
bard, a 64,109-to*58,8lO victory 
in a race marked by allega- 
tions of racism. 

Backed by Mayor Moon Lan- 
drieu, Lombard unseated Dan- 
iel A, Haggerty, clerk of Crim- 
inal Courts, During the cam- 
paign /'Haggerty said blacks, 
through Lombard, were trying 
to establish a base to "‘take 
over the city,” Lombard de- 
nied the accusation and 
"pitched his campaign toward 
biacks and whites.
